In a recent issue of the “China Review” 
my attention was rivetted by a sentence pro- 
pounding the problem why young Englishmen, 
following vocations in the Enst, prefer to go" 
home for their wives rather than take as matea 
‘girl, who from childhood, or at least for some, 
many years, has lived in: one of the Colones 
or Dependencies of great nations, 

To my mind the question is not difficult of 
answer, but do not attach too, much blame to 
the Colonial girl, although her faults may be 
and often are very apparent as far as dome: 
sticity is concerned: Condemn the surround 
ings and, if you be father or mother, make a 
vow that your own child shall not follow the 
general rule, bit be brought up on the same: 
lines as at home, where the sweetest girls of 
the world come from. For a girl to be seen 
with a duster in her hand out East means de: 
‘yradation in the eyes of her servants, and the 
sociu! set to. which she belongs’ will despise 
her. From ‘her, babyhond she is. waited on, | 
even the healthy exercise of walking is not ens 
couriged, or she is placed on a pedestal and 
taught to look down on everyone except her 
ownself. Colonial “side” is. proverbial, and 
that is why the Colonial man does’not easily 
settle down at home after a lengthened absence 
from the old country. Out here he is some: 
one, he can order about coolies even as the old 
barons of feudal days domineered their carla, 
“but, in the greatness of London, his identity 
is sunk aod he isthe insignificant unit of its 
vastness, : 

The average young fellaw, who has the 
Cournge to forego the drinking and other dis- 
sipated pleasures unfortunately connected with 
this part of the world, and who builds his hepe 
on a home in the true sense of the word, fights 
shy of the girls who seldom expect to start 
Marriage on rather restricted incomes, but 
anticipate the same comforts that their parents 
can afford to livish on them, The feeling of 
sell-aacrificing love which a-~woman must 
carry into the compact, if it is to be of lifelong. 
lappiness, is lacking, brief passion is too often 
the foundation of matches, and then the inevit+ 
able result follaws, There are the Clubs and 
Race Courses for the men, and for their wives |: 
there are other men, because it is the fashion 
ofthe Fast not togo out with your own wife 
but with ‘the wife of some other man. The 
home life, to which so ‘much of England's 
greatness has been attributed, has no place, 
and the girl bas nothing to interest her in her 
Proper sphere, There are servanis to anti- 
cipate her slightest want, and she is even dee 
prived of the happy duties af motherhood, and 
all that is left for her is the everlasting rount 
of social calls; from which no real enjoyment 
can be extracted and which maybe spells 
scand it, No wonder she is tired and then it is 
she thoughtlessly turns to the outside man, 
who counts himself a fine fellow if lookers-on 
whisper that he is fliting with Mrs, So-and-So, 

So what wonder is it that the energetic, well 
educated, and above all unaffected English girt 
ischosen to try snd find a home, where the 
wife tis part of the plage itself and not a Agure 
of speech; a woman who will not faint with 
horror at the impertinence of suggesting she 
Should get up half an hour earlier iu the 
morning and sec the household ia running on 
6maoth lines prior to her husband's appearance 
for breakfast, who will not employ an amah 
simply ty run ribbons in her underwear, and 
who will realise there are things worth living 
for besides a continual round of dances, 
amateur dramatic performances and tennis

The warships wete sighted from Mt Faber 
at seven o'clock and were promptly reported 
as four in number, two cruisers, a converted 
cruiser and a store-ship. Tho. composition. of

 CAMERIKA MARU” AND “Y \WATA-MARU.” 
” The cruisers came'in straight from the East 
and anchored about 4} to 6 miles out, well 
beyond the harbour limits, the Chitose to the 


north, the Kasagi central, and the Yawata- 


Maru to the southward. Well down on the 
horizon was the Amerika Maru, the converted 
Toyo Kisen boat, which has been here before, 
She apparently anchored ten or twelve mites 
out, possibly to farm a link in a chain to what- 
ever other ships may be outside, She came up 
to the anchorage of the other ships at eleven 
o'clock, and the four vessels formed a con- 
spicuous and formidible-like little fleet’ to the 
east of the Harbour.’

CEMETERY BYE-LAIVS, 
1 THE DEP OF GRAVES. | 


As stated in our columns last evening’ mem: 
bers of the Sanitary Boar.l were considering at 
the mecting yesterday afternoon a suggestion 
made by’ the Han, Mr. ‘, W. Brewin respect: 
ing an amendment of the Cemetery bye-laws 
Telatinig’ to’ burials, "Following the reading of 
the minutes, the Hon, the Registrar General 
moved, and Mr, Lau Chu Fak seconded, that 
the bye-law be altered’ta react that the depth of 
grives Le re fuced from seven feet to five feet, 

Drs Pearse explained, in reply to Mr. Lau 
Chu Pak, that his views on the subject of earth 
burial were somewhat different from the views 
which were current in the Colony, The Go- 
vernn-ent brought ‘the questian forward two 
years ago and he then reported on the 
Matter, some notes made at the time being 
as folloxs;—The object. of earih burial of 
the dead is to promote speedy decompasi- 
tion and cisintegration in such a manner as to 
cause no danger to the living, | This is best 
accomplished by burial in the upper layers of 
soil, “ihe depth at which sit ts: necessary -to 
bury is conditioned by (1) the possibility of 
remains being detected by animals and dug up, 
(2) the necessity for the sufficiency of soil 
above the body to absorb evil smelling gases 
and to avoid accidental uncovering, , These 
conditions will be met by having a uniform 


depth af two feet of soil nbove the coffin and by. 
tnking care to prevent storm water from wash> 


ing, away the'soil over graves, and fuither by 
turfing the graves promptly after burial, When 
organic malter is buried in the upper layers of 
the earth it is attacked by animal and vegetable 
organisms, the animal world being ‘chiefly t¢- 
presented by the insects and the vegetable 
world by the bacteria, A body before it is 
buried has already begun to decompose through 
the agency of the bacteria it contains; when it 
isplaced in the earth this d*composition is 
helped by the soil bacteria. It becomes the 
‘natural faod of the living earih, Deep burial 


| Fetards this process. In ‘place of the speedy 


‘disintegration, and decomposition . there takes 
placea slow process of putrefiction with the 
ctimination of. oie putrid gases than’ when 
the body is properly but less deeply buried, If 
ahody be buried deeply enough to prevent 
dogs detecting i by-their sense of ‘smell, the 
question of contaminatian of the air by gases 
rising through the soil may be ‘dismissed, 
Contamination of ground water is far. more 


likely to occur as’ a consequence of deep: 


burial than of shallow: burial: inasmuch 
as in-the former case the filtering power 
of the lieing earth—-é¢, the upper layers—~is 
dispensed with. With reyend io the burial 
of bodies dead from infectic + diseases, while 
itis impossible to make a definite statement 
founded on ‘scientific: evidence. to the effect 
that it is quile impossible for the air of a 
graveyard to contain organisms derived from 


the buried bodies, yet on the other hand there 
is absolutely no scientific foundation for such 
belief. Specific organisms of disease may 
possibly be carricd fiom the graves into water 
caurses and this is far more possible - with 
deep than with shallow burial. Speaking 
generally, the trend of modern opinion with 
tegard to the persistence of specific disease 
organisms in the soil, is ‘that the more they 
are brought into contact with natusally ac: 
ocurring saprophytic organisma of the 
soil, the more rapidly will they die out 
This holds yood for ‘plague, typhdid and 
cholera, It is true that certain experimenters 
have kept the typhoid bacillus alive in soil for 
long periods~ey. over a year, It does not 
follow however that typhoid bacilli in a dead 
body can'survive for any Jength of time ina 
properly mad¢é grave. Ds. Robertson in 1898 
. found by experiment that the bacillus typhasus 
quickly died out in the soil of grass covered 
areas. Dr, Sydney Martin, 1896-1501, found 
that in sterilised soils he could cultivate the 
bacillus and keep ital.ve for overa year. This 
kind of soil docs not occur in nature. He also 
found that if the bacillus is added ta natural 
uncultivated soils it ceases to exist within 2) 
hours, If the bacillus be assumed to persist in 
a grave it ss less danperous when shallow than 
deep, as the deeper it is the more likelihood 
would there be of the ground water being con- 
taminated, Anthrax and tetanus are some: 
what cxceptional, Anthrax spores have been 
stated to have been brought io the surface of 
graves by worms. This is, however, doubtful 
Further, anthrax organisms .are rapidly killed 
in a body which hus pot been opened, Tetanus 
bacilli have been recovered from soil. They 
require an atmosphere free from oxygen. for 
their growsh, ‘Therefore the deeper they, are. 
buried the more chance is there of their 
persistence, 1am of the opinion that the best 
regulaticns for burial would be as follows :—~1, 
Storm water shall be prov.ded for in cemeteries 
by properly constructed channels for draining 
it off the surface and preventing it swamping’ 
the cemetery. 2, Every grave shall be dug to 
adepth of 4 feet throughout. 3. Afier burial: 
the earth dug from the grave. shall be al! pul 
bick over the coffin forming.a mound over the 
(grave. 4, Every grave shall'be covered with 
turf immediately after the-'grava. have ‘been 
filled in, ea ae: ae 
‘The motion of the Registrar General ‘having 
been put to the meeting and carried, “the Hon. 
Mr. Brewin asked Dr. Pearse for his exkct, 
opinion on the motion, so that he could “altet, 
ttin accordance with his proposals. ; 
Dr. Pearse‘replied: that he understood the 
motion nimed at reducing the depth of. graves 
to five feet... He took his own ‘figure at four 
feet, basing his opinion ‘upon the conclusion 
that all the earth taken out from the grave four. 
feet deep would be put back'ou the top of the 
coffin, it. being obvious that if they. did this 


. they would have as much earth over the. coffin 


as the original depth of the ‘grave before the 
coffin was put into it, And then, if they turfed 
the mouad firmly they ‘would prevent the ail 
per layer’ from being. washed off, ‘They would

The lecturer, who is well qualified to speak 
on the subject, having for many years been 
connecled with the tea industry in Upper India, 
said:— Considering the enormous and yearly in- 
creasing consumption of ten, not only in Eng- 
land and the English speaking communities, 
but also in nearly the whole of the civilized 
globe, it is somewhat curious to abserve that, 
as compared with many other articles of com- 


merce held in high esteem, its introduction is, 


but as a thing of yesterday, whilst even in its 
uative country history gives it a far less ancient 
pedigree than can be indisputably ascribed all 
the world over fo its more captivaling—if more 
dangerous rival—-Wine, Notwithstanding the 
importance which the: cultivation of tea had 
now obtained, many generations passed before 
it became an article of commerce. 


I will pow give to you a description of the, 


plant andthe method. of its cultivation and 
manufacture, ' ¥ : 

The tea plant is a haidy evergreen shrub, 
from three to six feet in height, in appearance 
much resembling a camellia tree, the bark 
rough, dark and gray; the -ste.n husky with 
numerous branches and very leafy; the blossom 


white with yellow anthers much resen bling a 


dor row, and extremely fragrant, ; 

It grows in the open air in every climate 
Letween the equator and the Intitude of 45 
degrees north, but thrives best in. cooler paris

connected with tea not the Jeast curious is, 
that learned men were, until within the present 
we neration, unable to scitle what distinctions, 
if any, existed in the plant. 3 

The consumer, indeed, ‘who did not trouble 


hinself at all with scientific definitions, and | 


siw acnarked difference in appearance and 
tastes between Hlack Tea and Green Tea, was 
perfectly willing to believe as he was first told, 
that these were the prodtce of two distinct 
species; but people who were famitiar with 
China, and observant botanists had long been 
of opinion that Linneus bid been too hasty in 
his clussification of the plant.’ Itis, indeed, re- 
cogn.zed that he very correctly placed Tea in 
the same natural order asthe camellias, now 
sa well known in all greenbouses, which it so 
very closely resembles, Andthere was always 
a question as to the propriety of his dividing 
it (in 1762) specifi ally’ into Thea Bohea and 
then Visidis, a doubt whichis qualified by 
still existing alterntions in his own hand: 
writing, which show that’ he never satisfied 
himself in this respect. : 
Notwithstandiny these doubts, however, 
botanists were unwilling to disturb the classi 
ficalion of their great master, although from 
time to time discussion arose on the subject 
(inta which it would be beyond the limits of 


the general admission that, although the Tea 
Hohea, previously known as the Black Thea 
plant and the Thea Viridis, known as the Green 
Fea plant, were usually to be found, one in 
the South, the other in the North of China, 
yet it was quite possible that the qualities of 
the leaves were affected principally by differen- 
ce of soil and culture so that a plant which in 
the southern provinces produced leaves from 
which tlack Yea might be prepared, would 
when transferred to the north, from the dif- 
ference of heat, Ji, ht, foil and culture, produce 
leaves from which green tea could he produced, 

lt was resetved for Fortune, who added to 
his previous (raining as a sc entific man, the 
experience of many years! travel in Ghina, to 
wrove indisputably not only that whatever 
dificrence existed the plant was one merely 
of variety, and -not of speries, that is 
to say, taking a familiar example not the 
distinction between quince and the apple, 
but between the golden pippin and the non- 
pareil; but also that either variety could be 
indflerently manufactured into black or green 
teu, 

On the other. hand, those black and green 
tens, which are manufactured in considerable 
quantities in the vicinity of Canton, are ob- 
tained from the Thea Bohea, or black tea, 
The tea shrub, allhough grown in almost 
every soil and aspect, succeeds most in h ly 
sites of moderate elevation, where it is best 
able to benefit by the fertility of soil, heat, etc. 
The plant is generally raised “from the seeds 
whi h are gathered in October, dried in the 
sun, and kept mixed up with sand and earth, 
durirg the winter, In the spring the seed is 
si wn broadcast, ard is allowed to giow fora 
sear, when the seedlings by this time nine to 
twelve inches high, aie vansptanted in rows at 
a distance of two to three feet.. The dam 
mot weather at the time of the monsoon in 
April and May enables the younp shrubs ta 
establish themselves In the course of the fast 
year the main shoot is cropped ta feduce the 
height to wbout thee feet and cause the plant 
to grow bushy, After this little is done but the 
nece sary weeding of the ground, and-an ucca- 
sional stirring of the earty, until the time for 
crepping, which is generally'in the fourth or 
fifth year, according to the strength or weak- 
ne sof the shrub. ‘The picking: cf tea com- 
mences, allover Chin|, in April, ‘The second 
crop is gathered about the middle ot June, and 
in October the fourth or last crop is plucked, 
On account of the autumn rains, this is fre- 
quently better than cither the second or third 
crops. Each class is gathered by different men: 
first, the top leaf; and finally the fourth. and 
fifth leaves, which form the middle leaftea; the 
conrse teal is the sefuse of these two classes, 
Ivis the duty also of the gatherers of the middle: 
teaf tea, as they are the last gatherers, to search 
for and gather any other delicate leaves which 
may have been overlooked by the previous 
gatherers. The mode of gathering is by turning 
the thumb downwards, and nipping off the 
young greenssucculent shoot with the nail and 
fore-finger.*? The gatherers carry asmall basket 
in_frongvof them, ‘fastened round the body; 
shits. they are enabled to gather the leaves with 
‘DpttYhands, and throw them quickly into the 
‘basket. After the forth gathering, the shrub 
willagain exhibit an abundant displayof foliage, 
but these leaves must be left to restose the 
exhausted energy ofthe plant. - The leaves 
that are earliest gathered aré of the most deli- 
cate colour and mast aromatic flavour, with the 
least portion of either fibre or bitterness, Leaves 
of the second gathering are of o dull green 
colour, and have less valuable qualities than the 


former, while those which are last collected are’ 


of dark green, and possess an inferior value, 
The quality is. further influenced’by the age 
{ the wood on which the leaves are borne, 
and by the degree of exposure to which they 
have been accustomed; leaves ‘from young 
wood and most exposed being always the ‘best. 
After the last gathering no: further fabour is 
expended in the south than {fs necessary to 
keep the plant {r¢e from weeds, and the hosing

each other. The double process of rousting 
and rolling is then repeated, and unless it is 
desired ta complete the manufacture at once, 
the leaves, by this time half cured, are put 
aside in baskets or bags
